Times wires 
SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, Texas 
he gunman who killed 26 
people at a small-town 
Texas church sent threat- 
ening text messages to his 
mother-in-law before the 
attack, which appeared to 
have been driven by domes- 
tic tensions, authorities said Monday. 

A day after the deadliest mass shoot- 
ing in state history at the First Baptist 
Church in Sutherland Springs, inves- 
tigators also revealed that Devin Kel- 
ley had been confronted about domes- 
tic violence at least twice in the past 
five years, including an assault on his 
ex-wife and a child that ended his Air 
Force career and another report of vio- 
lence against a girlfriend who became 
his second wife. 

In 2012, while stationed at Hollo- 
man Air Force Base in New Mexico, 
Kelley, 26, was charged with “assault 
on his spouse and assault on their 
child,’ according to the Air Force. 

“He assaulted his stepson severely 
enough that he fractured his skull, and 
he also assaulted his wife,” said Don 
Christensen, a retired colonel who was 
the chief prosecutor for the Air Force. 
“He pled to intentionally doing it” 

He was sentenced in November 2012 
to 12 months’ confinement and reduc- 
tion to the lowest possible rank after 
his court martial. After his confine- 
ment, he was discharged from the mil- 
itary with a bad conduct discharge. 

In the tiny community of Sutherland 
Springs, population about 400, griev- 
ing townspeople were reeling from 
their losses. The dead ranged from 18 
months to 77 years old and included 
multiple members of some families.

Houses of worship are among the 
few places left where families regu- 
larly gather, sometimes extended and 
sometimes across many generations.

And 
within those walls Sunday morning, 
together as always, were three genera- 
tions of the Holcombe family. 

Bryan Holcombe was walking up to 
the pulpit, preparing to lead the congre- 
gation in worship, when a gunman iden- 
tified by officials as Devin Kelley began 
to spray bullets at the worshipers. 


Holcombe, an associate pastor for 
the church, was killed in the gunfire, 
his parents, Joe and Claryce Holcombe, 
said in an interview with the Washing- 
ton Post. 

Karla Holcombe, Bryan Holcombe’s 
wife of about four decades, was killed, 
too, Joe Holcombe said. 

Bryan and Karla Holcombe’s son 
Marc Daniel Holcombe, 36, also was 
killed, Joe Holcombe said. 

Marc Daniel had an infant daughter, 
Noah Holcombe, who was a year old, 
Joe Holcombe said. She is dead, too.

The capital has been con- 
sumed by the controversy 
since last Friday, when Polit- 
ico Florida reported detailed 
accusations of groping and 
sexually degrading comments 
to six women by Latvala, who 
is married. 

The women, saying they 
feared reprisals, were not 
identified. 

In a statement released Fri- 
day, Negron ordered a full 
independent investigation 
of the allegations, which he 
described as possible “sex- 
ual assault” — a crime. The 
week before, a friend of Latv- 
ala’s, Democrat Jeff Clemens, 
resigned after he acknowl- 
edged an extramarital affair. 

Latvala denied the allega- 
tions against him and called 
the media coverage “fake 
news” and a “smear cam- 
paign” to destroy him politi- 
cally at a time when he is mak- 
ing a bid for the Republican 
nomination for governor. 

House Speaker Richard 
Corcoran, R-Land O’Lakes, a 
potential rival of Latvala’s in 
the upcoming gubernatorial 
race, has called on Latvala to 
resign. A Democrat, Rep. Jared 
Moskowitz of Coral Springs, 
said the House should refuse to 
negotiate final terms of the next 
state budget with the Senate 
unless Latvala were removed 
from his chairmanship.

FSU bans Greek activity after pledge’s death 


The indefinite suspension of all fraternities and 
sororities also follows an unrelated drug arrest.

Florida State University pres- 
ident John Thrasher has indefi- 
nitely suspended all fraternities 
and sororities after the death of 
a fraternity pledge and another 
student’s unrelated drug arrest 
over the weekend. 

The pause was necessary to 
“review and reflect on the loss of 


a young life,” a statement from 
the university said Monday. 

“For this suspension to end, 
there will need to be a new nor- 
mal for Greek life at the univer- 
sity,’ Thrasher said at a news con- 
ference. “There must be a new 
culture, and our students must 
be full participants in creating it.” 

Fraternity and sorority chap- 
ters will not be able to hold new

member events, council or chap- 
ter meetings, chapter-organized 
tailgates, chapter events such as 
socials, philanthropy and intra- 
mural events, retreats, organized

Students in those chapters 
will be allowed to remain as resi- 
dents in their fraternity or soror- 
ity houses and will have meal 
service. They can attend leader- 
ship classes, judicial and conduct 
hearings, and risk management 
education workshops offered by 
the university.
